^The  inscription  of  Dedication  having  been   read    by   the   one   appointed, 
there  shall  be  said  the  Apostles'  Creed  by  all  standing:

Holy  Ghost,  Born  of  the  Virgin  Mary:,  Suffered  under  Pontius  Pilate,  Was 
crucified,  dead,  and  burled:  He  descended  into  hell;  The  third  day  he 
rose  again  from  the  dead;  He  ascended  into  heaven.  And  sitteth  on  the  right 
hand  of  God  the  Father  Almighty:  From  thence  he  shall  come  to  Judge  the 
quick  and  the  dead.
